Claims 1-19 and 22 are currently pending in the application. Claims 20-21 were canceled 
previously. 

Claims 10-19 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.142 (b) 
as being drawn to a non-elected subject matter.
